British submarines, operating in the Central 
Mediterranean last September, sank two of three big 
Italian liners, escorted by five destroyers, carrying Axis 
reinforcements from Taranto to Tripoli. 

* Most of the drowned were Germans, who were in all the 
ships of the convoy,” the diarist says. “They were drowned 
because they insisted on taking their kit and their rifles with 
them on to the destroyers (which were rescuing survivors) and 
were taken by surprise by the last two torpedoes." 

The ships sunk were the Neptunia (19,475 tons) and the 
Oceania (19,507 tons). The diarist was in the surviving liner, 
the Vulcania (24,469 tons) 

The sinking of two liners was announced by the Admiralty 


on September 22. Here are extracts from the diary released by 


September 18.—Heard there had been explosions on the 
other ships. a ship had gone full speed ahead accompanied 
by one of the stroyers :
